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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT

In response to the Office Action mailed January 4, 2005, please consider the 
following. In the above identified Office Action, the Examiner determined that currently 
pending Claims 1-42 are subject to a restriction requirement pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 
§121 . The Examiner has required restriction to one of the following inventions - 

I. Claims 1-14, drawn to a method of making an assembly comprising 
an electrode, classified in class 156, subclass 230; 

II. Claims 15-29, drawn to a method of making an assembly 
comprising an electrode with cleaning and reuse of the transfer 
substrate, classified in class 156, subclass 93; and 



III. Claims 30-42, drawn to a method of making an assembly 
comprising an electrode in a continuous process, classified in class 
156, subclass 240. 



Applicants traverse the restriction requirement, as the examination of the above 
identified claims does not appear to impose a serious burden upon the Examiner. 
However, to facilitate prosecution, Applicants hereby elect to prosecute the claims of 
Group I (Claims 1-14). As such, Claims 15-42 have presently been withdrawn from 
consideration. The right is hereby reserved to file further continuation and/or divisional 
patent applications for this subject matter and Applicants are not, in any manner, 
waiving or abandoning any rights to this subject matter.
